Collection Statement (page 19). 

1. The arrears on the Collection Rentals, which amounted to 51,401/. 8s. 6r/. on 
31st March 1906, stood at 50,578/. 17s. 8<Z. on 31st March 1907, being 13’4 percent, 
of the total sum receivable in the year, as compared with a percentage of 33-8 in 
1888-9, 15 - 7 in 1898-9, and 13*1 in 1905-6. 


Capital Liabilities in respect of Advances, Sfc, (page 20). 

2. A sum of 371,500/. was paid in reduction of the debt of 871,500/. remaining 
due on 31st March 1906 under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880. The 
capital Liabilities of the Irish Church Fund have thus been reduced in the year from 
4,6/ 1,500/. to 4,300,000/. These figures, as stated in previous Reports, are exclusive 
of the annuity of 20,000/. payable to the Royal University of Ireland, under the 
provisions of the Act 44 & 45 Viet. c. 52, and of the annuity of 70,000/. payable to 
the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) under the provisions 
or tne Act 62 & 63 Viet. c. 50. 

The bonds securing the payment of 1,000,000/. with interest at 2* per cent, to the 
Intermediate Education Board, under 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66, s. 8, matured during the year 
and were assigned to the National Debt Commissioners, who provided for the liability! 
Payment of the amount to the National Debt Commissioners was, however, postponed 
tor six years, interest on this outstanding sum being payable at 3 per cent.
